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This is a decision on the PETITION TO CORRECT INVENTORSHIP UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.182, 
TREATED as a PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.48(a), filed October 31, 2005, to correct inventorship. It 
is noted that the patentee has not met the highlighted requirements of:
